The secret was 
out and, when it came to the lines

this Rosalind " there was 4 great 
outburst of applause, Her father 
had made the couple promise that 
they would always act together 
and this pledge was kept, though 
it involved the refusal of attrac.

After leaving the Haymarket jo 
RTA the Kendats went on tenr 
and then appenred at the Court 
Theatre with John Tare, one of 
the gprrent successes being "A 
Scrap of Paper.” In 18760 they 
played at the Prince of Wales's 
with the Bancrofts in “Diplomacy” 
and “London Assurance,” but in 
1879 cejoined Tre at the St. 
damea’s Theatre, remainings there 
till 1888, 

When the Social Selence Con- 
gress met at Birmingham im P8sd, 
Mra. Kendal waa asked to read a 
paper on the drama, In this she 
criticized, some of the foibles of 
actors with the result that she 
was strongly attacked in the 
press and unjustly accused of 
having intended personal allusion 
to various well-known players, 
In February 1887, she was “com- 
manded” with her husband to 
appear at Osborne before Queen 
Victorin who had not witnessed a 
play since the death of the Prince 
Consort.

When the Kendals decided on a 
tour in’ America jn 1889, a fare- 
well banquet was given them by a 
distinguished group of friends 
with Joseph Chamberlain in the 
chair and a beautiful diamond star 
was presented co the actress, ‘The 
tour Wasa prodigious success and 
wis followed by a number of 
others. During their 1893 visit 
they seandalired a section of the 
American public, more squeamish 
then than it is new, by giving 
“The Second Mrs. Tanqueray.”

Kendal had a terrible experience, 
Ag she was about to tuke her call, 
she asked for a glass of the tonic 
she was using and the maid by 
mistake gave her poison, She at 
once took such remedies as were 
at hand, sent for a doctor and 
went on with her part in- intense 
agony with a mouth that seemed 
full; of flame. For three weeks 
she spent her days in bed and her 
evonings on the stage and her 
doctor said that, if she had 
swajlowed a few moro drops of 
the liquid, she would have been 
doomed. ;
